One of the worst trials of beginners 
are the unsightly dots at the ends of 
lines. These come from allowing the 
point to rest at the finish of a stroke. A 
redhot iron bums a hole instantly, and 
you must remember to lift it the instant 
you get to the end. 

Shading is done by running the side of 
the point lightly along the surface of 
the wood. If you wish a very light shade, 
do nor touch the wood at all, but just 
skim lightly over it. The slight scorch- 
ing will produce a lovely brown tint.

THE PUNISHMENT OF CHILDREN. 



A llimnilt Problem XVhlrh Call* For fare- 
fill fonsltleratlon. 

There are as many theories upon this 
subject as there are children upon whom 
to practice them. Nor is this to be won- 
dered at when each little one differs 
from another, so that each careful moth- 
er lias to fall back upon her own judg- 
ment or experience and finds she cannot 
rely on that of the wisest of her contem- 
poraries. Very few children never re- 
quire to lie punished at nil. The dispo- 
sition has to lie altogether tsrfcn into ac- 
count in considering the method of that 
punishment. 

There are rare natures, brutal from 
their infancy, which demand stem, strict 
accounting. Many others are so mor- 
bidly sensitive that a v ord of condemna- 
tion will go all the necessary lengths. 
And most small jiLple belong toa happy, 
normal condition midway between these 
two, which requires a firm, light hand 
upon the reins. 

To all children justice appeal* with 
irresistible force, and injustice is one of 
their blackest crimes. This is probably 
the reason they are alieolutelv at the 
mercy of their elders, and they have all 
the keen consciousness of that fact nat- 
ural to a slave placed under the unlim- 
ited power of his master. It certainly 
behooves jMir'-tits to remember that this 
is not an agn*eahle situation. To be sure,

I mado $1,300 on the next 
deal, but on the third was wiped out. 
You can guess what followed. I mati- 
aged to disjK>se of my stock without sus- 
picion, and it was swallowed almost at u 
gulp. 

Up to tho first day of June on my 
fourth year i had embezzled $ 10,000 of 
the cotnjwuy. My b»»oks would lie ex- 
amined on the 1st of July and the short- 
age discovered.

In 
the course of four or five months my 
degradation was complete. One night 
toward the last of June, having paved 
the way for a week or more, 1 mhhed 
the safe of $M.OOO and fled. I made for 
New York and got aboard a sailing ves- 
sel bound for Ftigland.

tory, and when ready to operate I was 
appointed cashier. I was then only 20 
years old. Although my father was one

1 
If men truthfully declare themselves 
thieves, robbers und embezzlers, and tho 
daily court records prove that they do, 
then why criticise others lor assorting 
that they cannot lie tempted to steal? 

For three years all went well in the 
factory. As a matter of fact, 1 did de- 
velop a talent for financiering, and those ! 
who bail predicted well tor me were uot 
disappointed. After tho first year the 1 
capacity was increased, ami at the eud 
of the third year we were able to declare 
a dividend of 12 jut cent. That jumped j 
our stock way above par.

That departure from 
the plain aiul ojien path of integrity 
which is before all uien and leads to 
honor and wealth Wrecked half a dozen 
homes and career*. It outlawed one who 
might have tilled a chair of state. It 
Ix'ggared one who might have hud thou- 
sands to give in charity. Rejientanco 
comes, lmt it alwavs comes too late!

The 
reservoirlike pluees in the dazzling 
white are actual reservoirs of alkali wa- 
ter. >Some of them are but as large as u 
bucket in diameter, while others are 30 
or 40 feet across. 

I have strung 100 feet of riatas togeth- 
er and drop’icd it in and found no liot- 
toni. Neither cattle nor horses nor any 
living thing, so fur us I know, will ever 
touch the water. They dare not, for a 
mouthful of it would kill. Alsmt the 
alkali [-its and large reservoirs ami scat- 
tered over the lava rocks, hot iu the 
blazing sun, are tho different forms of 
the cactus, ami among all at times may 
be seen mottled reptiles crawling lazily 
in the heat.— San Francisco Examiner.

A couple of pins at a little distance 
from either edge will keep them in place. 
This gives more line room, which is often 
greatly nets led and allows the pieces to 
dry in much la-tter sh.qie. 

Many laundresses seem to think tluit 
clothes may lie flung on the line iu any 
way whatever, wrinkled, folded or 
txvisted, as the case may la., but this 
means just so much additional work 
when ironing day comes. Things that 
are doue right in the first place save 
much lalior and perplexity us well as not 
a lit - le wear aud tear of the articles 
themselves.

NEW YORK AVENUE CHURCH. 

Not more than three assemblies at any 
rate have been more important, and pos- 
sibly but two — the one which organised 
the church immediately after the United 
States became a nation and that of 1870, 
which completed the reanion of old 
school and new school, which had been 
separated about 83 years. At the com- 
ing assembly an earnest attempt will be 
made to give final settlement to certain 
questions which have troubled the church 
for several years, chief among them the 
revision of the confession of faith and 
the famous — one might almost say noto 
none — Briggs case. 

The New York Avenue Presbyterian 
church is one of the historic places of 
Washington. The nams was taken in

This is to lie construed in connection 
with these words elsewhere: 

The rent of mankind God aaw fit, according 
to the uuaear-hable counsel of his will, whet- 
by he extendeth or withholdeth mercy aa be 
pleaeeth, not to elect unto everlasting Ufa. and 
them hath he ordained to dishonor sad wrath 
for the *iu. to the praise of his glorious justice 
yet hath he no pleasure in the death of the 
wick til nor is it hi* decree, hut tha wickadnra 
of their own heart*, which reatainath and hln- 
dereth them from accepting tho free offer of 
his grace mmlc in the gospel.

Dr. Charles Augustus Briggs, professor .n 
Union Theological seminary and as it 
preacher amenable directly to the New 
York city prerbyn-rj . adopted the views 
of the (Jeruuui school and taught them

Presbyterian chnrchcs were united un- 
der the pastorate of Rev. Dr. Phineas D. 
Gurley, who took the lead in building 
the present edifice. In 1832 the old con- 
gregation welcomed the general assem- 
bly of that vear, 



In the original con- 
gregation, Presidents Andrew Jackson. 
John Quincy Ad tuns and Franklin Pierce 
were frequently present in their term*, 
and tho attendance of the last named at 
the prayer meetings was a subject of 
frequent remark. James Buchanan oc- 
cupied a pew there regularly, and Abra- 
ham Lincoln made it his religious home 
so far as he had any. Today it has a 
very large proportion of eminent offi- 
cials among its attendants. 

Nevertheless when Dr. Bartlett was 
called to the pastorate in 18x2. the mem- 
bership was but a few over 300. It rapid- 
ly increased to 2,000. and the original 
church has founded two others, the 
Church of the Covenant ntel the Guriev 
Memorial, and sustains two flourishing 
missions. William Alvin Bartlett w.i.-l 
born Deo 4, 1832, in Binghamton. N. 
Y., and was graduated from Hamilton 
college in 1 852. since which time his ca 
reor has been one of extraordinary ac- 
tivity. Among of his classmates and inti- 
mates at college were the present Justice 
Merwin of the supreme bench of New 
York, Rev. Mr. Cleveland, the presi- 
dent's brother, Charles Dudley Warner 
and Professor Fisk of Cornell, and 
though Bartlett was the youngest (but 
ID when he graduated) all the others 
conceded him the honors of the cla*s, 
and he has since worn the Phi Beta Kap- 
pa badge on his watch chain. 

While still a minor he was made act- 
ing professor of Greek, Latin and elucu- 
tion at tiie institution near Staunton, 
Va. A year later lie entered L T nion 
Theological seminary, New York, and 
after graduating there with high honors 
took a course in Halle and Berlin, de- 
voting special attention to what is now- 
called higher criticism. He has held 
pastorate sat Owego, N. Y., Brooklyn. 
Chicago and Indianapolis, and has done 
mu immense amount of outside work, surit

He also set forth 
with Kre*t detail that he believed the 
Bible to contain the word of God and 
considerably more, and th.it Christ is not 
the Son of God in the usually accepted 
reuse, but in— well, in a sense that the 
ordinary layman has never been able to 
understand. And yet, despite these 
views, certainly as broad as any held by 
Dr. Channing or James F reemc.n Clarke, 
views certainly condemned by every 
council which has considered them since 
that of Nice, A. D. 323, the Rev. Dr.
